This cool and peaceful setting is 
now the scene of politically-explo- 
sive hearings on the bill that must 
give President Roosevelt broad 
powers to stabilize pur war economy. 
When the hearings end in a few 
days, and the “executive session” 
sign is hung outside the door, the 
committee room will become the 
stage for the first Senate showdown 
on the vital legislation. 
Here the Senate “farm bloc” 
leaders will try to strike the first 
blow on behalf of monopoly farm- 
ing interests—the “bankers with 
pitchforks.” Here the defeatists 
will make initial maneuvers for 
disruptive amendments. Here the 
spokesmen for vested privilege will 
try to manacle labor. 
A FOCAL POINT 
For these reasons, the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
room is one of the focal points in 
Congress right now, and the com- 
mittee one of the most important. 
On Monday the Daily Worker car- 
ried an analysis of the House Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee. It 
is equally necessary to understand 
the composition of the Senate 
group in order to realize the dan- 
gers facing the President’s bill. 
Statistically, the committee con- 
sists of 14 Democrats and six Re- 
publicans. 
Politically, it may be subdivided 
into six good Administration sup- 
porters, three products of the poll- 
tax, four Republicans and one 
Democrat. who are either notorious 
Munichmen or have dangerous tend- 
encies in that direction, one Re- 
publican with a good foreign pol- 
icy record and a bad labor record, 
four wheelhorse Democrats and one 
Republican who is generally con- 
servative but difficult to define 
precisely. 
This bird’s eye of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
indicates that you can’t paste a 
simple label on it anymore than 
you can on its counterpart in the 
House. It does, however, indicate 
how close the vote could be on an 
issue like wage-freezing. 
SOME KEY MEN 

There are two points which set 
this committee a little apart from 
the average important committee 
in Congress. The first is the mere 
presence on it of six friends of the 
Administration and labor. The sec- 
ond is that the chairman is not a 
poll taxer. 
Senator Robert F. Wagner of 
New York, who long has fought for 
progressive labor and social pol- 
icles, is chairman of the Commit- 
tee, When Price Administrator Leon 
Henderson started: wavering and 
retreating before appeasers and 
“farm bloc” members of the com- 
mittee last Tuesday, Wagner 
prodded him sharply with the re- 
minder:
